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Town of Lamont 


1. LOCATION 


Lamont is located on the N.E.%, 17-55-19, W4th, in Census Division 
No. 818-7. This location is 31.5 air miles northeast of Edmonton, and 37 
miles via Highways 16, 55 and 15, or 35 miles via Highway 15 through Fort 
Saskatchewan. It is 37.3 miles from Edmonton via Canadian National Rail- 
ways.

5. GEOLOGY 


The bedrock underlying the glacial drift of the Lamont area is made up 
of the Edmonton formation to the Southwest. A narrow band of the Bear 
Paw formation underlies the northern and eastern edge of the Beaver Hills. 


The main street of Lamont is well kept and lined with well-stocked stores. 
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The balance of the bedrock underlying the area to the north and east 
of the Beaver Hills, is made up of Pale and Variegated Beds (undivided Belly 
River formation). 


The bedrock is covered largely by glacial deposits. The depth of bed- 
rock from the surface varies widely from 300 feet in the south to 100 feet 
to the north of the area. 


6. SOIL 
Profile 


There are many variations of soil types and textures in the district sur- 
rounding the Town of Lamont with black loams predominating. Other soils 
are sandy and clay loams, solods, solonetzic and transition to grey wooded. 


Fertility 

With proper management practices, crop rotation and use of fertilizers 
all of these soils are being farmed profitably. Wheat production averages from 
25 to 50 bushels per acre, barley 30 to 60 and oats 40 to 80. Some rapeseed 
and flax are also grown. Part of the land is seeded to forage crops yearly to 
maintain a viable dairy and beef cattle industry. 


Native tree growth consists mainly of trembling aspen, balsam, poplar, 
willow, birch, white spruce and jackpine in the sandy areas. 


7. HISTORY 


The Town of Lamont had its beginnings in 1906. The Canadian North- 
em Railway was built through this area in 1905-06 and a railroad siding was 
built at that time. The late Dr. A. E. Archer reported that the Railroad Com- 
pany asked the local residents to suggest a name for the siding and station 
and since none was suggested, they supplied the name Lamont. This was 
the name of one of their civil engineers who worked on their line through this 
area. 


Fine homes line the well-kept residential streets of the town. 
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The C.N.R. purchased some land adjoining the right-of-way just north 
of the station and had it surveyed into town lots. Railroad Avenue ran parallel 
to the track and buildings were erected on the north side of the avenue. In 
this area among others there was a hotel, a hardware store and post office, 
a livery barn, etc. There appeared to be a feeling that the railway wanted 


Rane for their lots which were south of our present Main Street on N.E. 
-0o-19, 


Robert Torrie took steps to remedy this situation and purchased some 
land from Joseph Alton and had it surveyed into town lots. These lots were 
sold at a lower price and soon buildings began to appear in this area which 
is north of Main Street and is found on the south border of S.E. 20-55-19. 
Thus for a time the village of Lamont was in two sections. This division is 
easily seen in pictures taken of the village in 1909. With the development of 
the first hospital building erected on the site of the present new wing, the 
north part of the village developed more quickly than the south or railroad 
town. 


During the winter of 1906-07 a number of buildings from the Hamlet 
of Star were moved on skids from Star to Lamont. Star at that time was 
three miles north and one mile east of Lamont. Among the homes transported 
was Dr. Archer’s, which occupied the lot just north of the Park Memorial 
Funeral Home until recent years. Another one of these homes is that in which 
Mrs. Mike Ewasiuk lives. These buildings have an age of over sixty years. 
Good B.C. fir went into their construction. 


Until 1922 when the railroad from Edmonton to Waskatenau and Smoky 
Lake was built, Lamont was the distributing centre for mail and supplies north 
and east for upwards of forty miles. Some wit suggested it was the area 
from here to the North Pole. It was not unusual for fifty to one hundred 
teams to be seen in the ‘town square. Be that as it may, the road from the 
school to Star and beyond was seldom free of traffic, horse and oxen powered. 


R. E. Harrison opened the first drug store on the site of the present 


Business of the County of Lamont is administered in this building. 
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store. Dallas Hardware first developed in the railroad part of the village 
and came to its present site in 1918. The Russian Mercantile, a department 
store, with at least eight of a staff was doing business in the area of Paruk’s 
Foodland. The Commercial Hotel developed in the early years in the build- 
ing now occupied by the Health Unit. Dr. Archer’s new home was built 
around 1910 out of cement blocks, locally made. It is now the Park Memorial 
Funeral Home. 


Ralph Hedley, a local historian, wrote about the first settlers: 


“Among other families in the first group in 1894 were the Calverts, 
Campbells, Flukers, Staffords, Pearces, Featherstones and Pollards, all of them 
joining hands in building east of Edmonton into one of Canada’s finest farm- 
ing communities.” 


Previous to the beginning of the Town of Lamont in 1906, the area 
became a point of interest in the late 1880’s when Nick and Alex Swan, Knute 
Skaro and the Calvert brothers settled near the vicinity of Lamont panning 
for gold in the Saskatchewan River. 


Several years later many more settlers who came in search of good 
farm land settled in and around Lamont. 


Here is how James Hackett, one of the original settlers, put it: 


“When we started out from Edmonton in 1892 we hit the trail that 
was headed east, we travelled over the Partridge Hills, around the Beaver 
Hills, the trail wound around and through some of the heaviest bush you ever 
saw, we passed Fort Saskatchewan, by-passed what is now known as Joseph- 
burg and Bruderheim and there in the distance was the nicest open country 
a person could wish for. This was the district in which we settled.” 


8. LIVING CONDITIONS 


The Lamont area is situated in a small region of north central Alberta 
which is unique for its latitude in that the average frost free period exceeds 
120 days. This compares favourably with areas much farther south in the 
province and has the added advantage of a higher rate of annual precipitation. 
This fortunate combination makes possible the production of a variety of high 
quality crops ranging from the excellent feed and malting barleys of the deep 
black soils in the north, to the fine oats and wheat of the solonetzic soils in the 
south and east, to the high yielding forages of the gray wooded soils of the 
Beaver Hills in the west. 


Livestock plays a significant role in the agricultural economy of the 
region. Prize-winning herds of beef cattle and equally excellent swine herds 
are to be found. 


The prolonged growing season is a boon to gardeners and some even 
cultivate prairie-hardy apple and plum trees as well as the more common 
fruits and berries. The annual flower show held in August and sponsored 
by the Lamont Agricultural Society attests to the skill and ingenuity of the 
local “green thumb” artist. 


The Town of Lamont is located only three miles from renowned Elk 
Island Park where fauna and flora indigenous to the area abound in their 
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natural state. The large buffalo herd had its beginning in 1907 when a number 
of huge beasts were shipped by rail from Montana, U.S.A. to Lamont. Stout 
rail fences some eight to ten feet in height were constructed on either side 
of the roadway to the park three miles away in order to ensure the arrival 
of these notably erratic creatures to their proper destination. 


Fortunate indeed is the nimrod who lives in the area. Tremendous 
flocks of ducks and geese congregating on Beaverhill, and other smaller lakes 
fan out over the grain fields every fall and provide some of the finest migra- 
tory bird shooting on the continent. Excellent cover for ruffed grouse and 
ring-necked pheasant is found along the many creeks and “runs” which wend 
their way through the farmlands. A pheasant game farm is located fifteen 
miles north of Lamont. The wiley hungarian partridge and sharp-tailed grouse 
populate the stubble fields. Whitetail and mule deer are taken every fall. 
The Lamont Fish and Game Association responsibly promotes conservation 
and good farmer-hunter relations and enjoys a good reputation in the area. 
Each summer a fishing derby is held at one of the fine fishing lakes to the 
northeast. Prizes are given for perch, pickerel and northern pike. 


Lamont now is less than an hour’s drive from Edmonton. It offers a 
great diversity of interests for tourists, sportsmen and businessmen. 


Elk Island Park presents tourists with opportunities to see one of the 
best National Parks in Alberta. Here they may see herds of buffalo, moose, 
and deer. Beaver may also be seen in their natural habitat. Excellent camp- 
ing facilities are offered at Lake Astotin, and many tourists enjoy boating, 
swimming and a superb golf course as well as picturesque scenery. 


Ethnic origin of the majority of people in the Lamont area is English, 
Ukrainian, German and Polish. 


The community is proud of its modern Hospital, Auxiliary Hospital, 
School of Nursing, Nursing Home and Home for the Senior Citizens. 


Senior citizens of the town and district enjoy amenities of fine lodge. 
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Farm families are served by a District Agriculturalist and a District 
Home Economist with offices in Lamont. 


Many of Lamont’s residents have found employment in the fertilizer 
plants at Redwater and Fort Saskatchewan. Others work in the Provincial 
Correctional Institution and the Glass, Chemical and Nickel factories, all lo- 
cated in Fort Saskatchewan, just 20 miles away. 


Close proximity to the Edmonton metropolitan area makes it possible 
for locals to enjoy the quiet and tranquility of the countryside in the homelife 
and yet take advantage of opportunities offered by the large urban centre. 


Space in this brochure is very limited. Anyone wishing to get more 
interesting historical details of Lamont and district can obtain all these in 
two well written and documented books: Vilni Zemli (Free Lands) by 
J. G. MacGregor and East of the Beaver Hills by Ralph Hedley. 


9. ADMINISTRATION 


The Town of Lamont is governed by a Mayor and six councillors, each 
elected for a three-year term. Administering the affairs of the Town, accord- 
ing to the policy set by Council are: the Town Foreman, Assistant Foreman 
and Secretary-Treasurer. 


10. LAW ENFORCEMENT & REGULATIONS 
The Town of Lamont is policed by the R.C.M.P. 


Planning and Building Regulations 


Building development is controlled by a Zoning By-Law which provides 
for an orderly development of land use. It is administered by a Develop- 
ment officer. 


Electrical, plumbing and gas installations comply with Provincial Gov- 
ernment regulations. Sanitary regulations conform with the Alberta Public 
Health regulations. All regulations are enforced by the Provincial Authority. 


Students of town and district attend the Lamont High School. 
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Garbage is collected weekly in business sections and twice monthly in 
residential sections. 


11. FIRE PROTECTION

The Town obtains its water from Beaverhill Creek, % mile North and 


1% miles East, by means of a diesel pumper which supplies approximately 
1,000,000 gallons per day. 


During 1970 additional equipment was installed at the reservoir and the 
Town now has two reservoirs, each with a raw water capacity of 20,000,000 
gallons, two sedimentation reservoirs, two 3” intake pumps in the plant, two 
rapid sand filters, 2 electric output pumps to supply the system at 65 pounds 
per square inch pressure, and an auxiliary pump powered by natural gas which 
will come on automatically if the electrical power fails.

Board No. 23 operates a 50-bed auxiliary hospital. The rate in the Auxiliary 
Hospital is $3.00 per day after 120 days. 


Nursing Home 


A 3l-bed Nursing Home is operated by the Lamont-Smoky Lake Auxil- 
iary Hospital and Nursing Home District Board No. 23 and is attached to 
the Auxiliary Hospital. The bed rate in the Nursing Home is $3.00 per day. 


Senior Citizens’ Lodge 


The Senior Citizens’ Lodge is operated by the Local Foundation Board 
and the rate in the Lodge is $160.00 per month for a double room, and $90.00 
per month for a single room. 


The Auxiliary Hospital, Nursing Home and Senior Citizens’ Lodge are 
fully staffed and are filled to capacity. 


The hospitals are served by five resident doctors and a visiting Staff 
Radiologist. The hospitals have special services with qualified staff in the 
laboratory, radiology, physiotherapy and diet therapy. In the active treatment 
hospital the rates per day: no charge to Alberta residents. Admission fee 
of $5.00, AHCIC thereafter; semi-private $1.40 per day, AHCIC thereafter; 
private ward - $3.40, AHCIC thereafter. Non-residents - $25.00 per day. 


The elementary school at Lamont is a recently-built structure and is well-staffed.

The Vegreville Health Unit operates a sub-office at Lamont and _ is 
staffed with a full-time Registered Nurse. 


Dental Services are also provided at the Archer Memorial Hospital by 
a visiting dentist from Fort Saskatchewan. 


The Archer Memorial Hospital Schoo! of Nursing 


The first graduation of the School of Nursing was in 1915 and the 
school has been successfully operated since then. 


The School of Nursing is located in a modern building which also 
serves as a residence for both staff and students. 


The program is three years in length and draws applicants primarily 
from Alberta and Saskatchewan. Student enrollment averages between 15 
and 20 each year, which allows for greater individualized instruction. The 
many applications that are received from countries outside of Canada attest 
to the high quality of nursing education that is provided at the school. En- 
trance requirements are similar to those of other Schools of Nursing in the 
Province of Alberta. 


The basic materials of study are provided to the student, however, 
tuition fees are being charged. 

The faculty of the school are all university prepared teachers and are 
very interested in maintaining the high standards in Nursing Education that 
have been developed over the years. 

The school operates within the hospital organization, however, regula- 
tions governing Schools of Nursing in Alberta are set down by the Universities 
Co-ordinating Council of the University of Alberta.

25. TRANSPORTATION 

A hardsurfaced all-weather highway connects the Town of Lamont with 
Fort Saskatchewan and Edmonton to the southwest. The highway to the 
southeast is hardsurfaced all-weather for 14 miles and is built-up gravel from 
the end of the pavement for 7 miles southeast to the Town of Mundare where 
it joins the hardsurfaced all-weather Highway No. 16, thus connecting Vegre- 
ville, Vermilion and Lloydminster to the east. A good service road is under 
construction from Highway No. 15 at Lamont south to Elk Island National 


Park. 


The Canadian National Railway connects Lamont to Edmonton, Fort 
Saskatchewan, Vegreville, Vermilion and Lloydminster. There is daily Day- 
liner service to and from Edmonton and Saskatoon. 
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The Greyhound Bus Lines provide a daily service to Vegreville, Ver- 
milion and Lloydminster to the east and Fort Saskatchewan and Edmonton 
to the southwest. 


One trucking business in Lamont supplies service Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday to Edmonton and a second trucking business supplies daily service 
to and from Edmonton. There is also the daily C.N.R. express truck to and 
from Edmonton.

The “County of Lamont Star” serves the entire county and is printed 
weekly, with a circulation of 2,240. “The Edmonton Journal” provides a daily 
resume of events.

County of Lamont No. 30 operates a complete elementary, junior-high 
and senior-high school system at Lamont. There are thirty-four teachers on 
staff and a total student population of seven hundred and thirty. Students from 
the rural areas are transported to school by a fleet of fourteen privately-owned 
busses. 


Elementary 
The elementary school comprises eleven classrooms with an enrollment 


of 318 pupils. 


Special Education 
One classroom with an enrollment of twelve students, the purpose of 
which is to deal with students with learning difficulties. 


Junior High School 
The junior high school, consisting of Grades 7, 8 and 9, occupies 
seven rooms with an enrollment of one hundred and eighty students. 


Senior High School 

The senior high school, Grades 10, 11 and 12, occupies nine rooms 
with an enrollment of 220. . 

The senior high school offers three programs of study. The matricula- 
tion program is oriented to students wishing to enroll at the various colleges 
and universities. A business education program is provided for students wish- 
ing to work in the field of commerce. A diploma program offers courses in 
home economics and industrial arts along with options in art, music and the 
social sciences. 

Lamont High School is affiliated with the Vegreville Vocational and 
Academic High School. Students wishing to train for a vocation register 
in the Grade 10 program at Lamont. The next year they register for a diver- 
sified program at Vegreville. This program includes business education and 
trades related to industry. 


36. THEATRES AND HALLS

financial support. All librarians are voluntary and it now embraces quite a 
few members of the community. There are about 4,000 books and the cir- 
culation is 5,000 books per year. The Town has provided satisfactory quarters 
in the very attractive Town Hall.

41. HISTORIC SITES 


Grotto of Our Lady of Lourdes, Skaro 
Ten miles North of the bustling Town of Lamont, is a unique structure 
known as the Grotto of Our Lady of Lourdes in Skaro. 


In the spring of 1919, under the guidance and direction of Father Sylla 
and Father Ruh, the parishioners of Skaro began excavating at the present 
site of the grotto. Men, women and children came day after day, laying the 
rocks and cementing them into a sturdy structure. The work progressed 
slowly. Many were discouraged, but with Father Sylla’s zeal and constant 
prayers, the stone walls and pathways were constructed. Gradually, interest 
in the project spread to the surrounding district and more people offered 
their help. 


The back of the Grotto is shaped in a half-circle with an extension of 
wings on either side. Towering over the whole Grotto is a.cross, erected 
in the foundation. Inside, a Shrine, dedicated to our Lady, was built. 


On completion, a pilgrimage was held on August 14 and 15 in 1919, 
with four or five thousand pilgrims from surrounding and outlying districts 
present. From that year on an annual pilgrimage has been held. 


On August 14, pilgrims begin arriving in the afternoon to offer their 
private prayers. At sunset a procession forms at the church, which moves to 
the Grotto where vespers are sung, then Mass, and finally a candlelight proces- 
sion over and around the Grotto is held. Many pilgrims remain until the 
following morning when Masses are celebrated by the many priests present. 


This devotion to the Blessed Virgin Mary is very special to the people 
of Skaro and the pilgrims who take time off from their daily routine to visit 
the Grotto of Our Lady of Lourdes every year on August 14 and 15. 
Ukrainian Pioneer Home 


At Elk Island National Park, 3 miles to the South of the Town of 
Lamont, one can see a replica of a Ukrainian pioneer home, dedicated and 
placed there because pioneers of Ukrainian origin first settled in Alberta 
within a few miles of Elk Island National Park.
